The Apple harvest continues 

with more varieties each week being picked. Pumpkins and 

vegetables are still being harvested and available throughout the 

fruit markets.  Field activities involved the harvesting of apples, 

soybean, corn for silage and early grain, hay and alfalfa and some 

soil preparation.
